Colombia’s defense minister 
said here Wednesday that leftist 
rebels in his nation forcibly recruit 
thousands of children combatants, 
use them as “cannon fodder” and, 
among other abuses, sterilize 
young women fighters without 
their consent. 

Minister Juan Manuel Santos, 
who took part in Paris in an inter- 
national conference seeking ways 
to eliminate the use of minors in 
warfare around the globe, com- 
mented in an article he wrote for 
the French daily Le Figaro. 

He said that according to U.N. 
data and information from human

The public is invited to a 
weekend of traditional dance, 
music, ancient knowledge and 
spiritual unity as we bring to.a 
close the year 7 Rabbit and wel- 
come the New Year 8 Reed. 

The ceremony will be held 
on March 10th at the Gardner 
Community Center, 520 W. Vir- 
ginia Street, San Jose, CA. This 
weekend of culture and unity will 
bring together several different 
indigenous nations including the 
Ohlone Nation, the Zuni Nation 
and Northern Traditional Dancers. 
They will be hosted by members 
of the Mexica Aztec Nation. 

Saturday, March 10 will begin 
at 6am with a traditional sunrise 
ceremony, attended by Mexicas, 
members of various indigenous 
nations and the community at 
large. This day will be dedicated 
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to traditional prayer through the 
sacred “Danza” and music. There 
will also be a Mexica Naming 
Ceremony, where members of 
the community receive their tradi- 
tional Mexica names according to 
the day and time they were born on 
the Ancient Mexican Calendar. 

At 5 p.m., Pomo hip hop artist 
and rising star Rass K’ Dee and his 
One Struggle Band will delight the 
audience with his special musical 
blends which inspire and inform 
and rocks the house in one fell 
swoop. 

Sunday, March 11 at the Cen- 
ter for Employment and Training 
(CET), 701 Vine St., San Jose, 
CA will begin at 10:00 a.m. until 
6pm and will feature music, over 
20 vendors and speakers includ- 
ing the internationally renowned 
Maestro Ocelocoatl from the 
Temachtiloyan Zemanahuak in 
Mexico City, D.F and the Huichol/ 
Mexica master flautist Xavier 
Quijas Y xayotl. 

Maestro Ocelocoatl is an 
expert on the history, culture, 
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danza and philosophy of ancient 
Mexico and is fluent in the Na- 
huatl language, the most widely 
spoken indigenous language of 
the hemisphere. He will conduct 
the Saturday ceremony and will 
be speaking at various venues 
throughout the Bay Area. 

The ancient Mexican Calen- 
dar or Tonal Machiotl is said by 
many to be the most precise in 
the world. 

This solar calendar is 365 
days and a quarter long, divid- 
ed into eighteen, twenty day 
“months”, an additional five-day 
nemontemi period or “days that 
which end a year,” and the final 
quarter of the day that ultimatel y 
concludes the year. This calendar 
continues to be used in Mexico 
and the United States. 

A traditional marketplace or 
Tianguiz will take place both days, 
with indigenous vendors offering 
their artesanry, clothing, books, 
music CDs, information and tra-

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More immigration, less crime?

“What part of illegal don’t 
you understand?” wrote a reader 
from Florida, commenting on one 
of my articles on immigration. The 
reader misunderstood my writing 
as supporting illegal actions and 
tried to correct me by saying that 
“illegal Mexicans are invading 
the U.S. and cause crimes, sell 
drugs, etc.” The reader’s point 
of view is not unusual from that 
of the average American in so 
far as the link between crime and 
immigration. But is it really true 
that immigrants are causing crime 
to rise in the U.S.? 


Mark Your Calendar 


No, seems to be the answer 
of a number of scholars who have 
studied the issue in several major 
American cities. Ramiro Marti- 
nez, a professor of criminology at 
Florida International University, 
for instance, has analyzed homi- 
cide data in border cities such as 
San Diego, California and El Paso, 
Texas. These are areas with large 
numbers of residents of Mexican 
ancestry and immigrants. He 
found that homicide rates among 
Mexican residents of these cities 
are lower than those of other eth- 
nic groups, including whites. Mar- 
tinez has noted the same pattern in 
Haitian immigrant communities in 
the Miami area. 

Andrew Karmen, another 
criminologist, studied the subject 
in New York City and discovered 
that young and poor immigrants 
between 1980 and 1990 had a 
positive influence in lowering 
crime in their neighborhoods. 
Chicago, another large city, has 
been the subject of study of Robert 
Sampson of Harvard University. 
Sampson found that the number

of violent criminal acts among 
Mexican-Americans is much 
lower than that of other ethnic 
groups including whites. 

When you think of crime you 
immediately think of lower class 
neighborhoods and poverty. Yet, in 
spite of their poverty, immigrants 
do not necessarily engage in more 
crimes than the average American. 
Of course, in poor neighborhoods 
the disorder, broken windows, 
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garbage on the ground may give 
the impression of crimes. But that 
is not true, according to Sampson, 
since burglaries in immigrant 
neighborhoods in Chicago are 
very low. 

It's strange that one of the 
criticisms that is often thrown ai 
immigrants is their slow assimi- 


lation into American culture. It 
happens though that crime rises 
with second and third generation 
residents. Apparently, immigrants 
manage to put up with treatment 
which their kids and grandkids 
find intolerable and thus react in 
ways that their ancestors would 
never dare.

162,000 dólares. La Secretaría de 
Seguridad Pública aseguró que 
en esa operación se detuvo a una 
célula del cartel de Juárez que se 
encargaba del traslado y lavado 
de dinero. 

Entre los detenidos están 
Alejandro Rodríguez Meza y Ar- 
mando Corral, ambos operadores 
de Vicente Carrillo Fuentes, capo 
del cártel de Juárez. Por otro lado, 
las autoridades se incautaron en el 
aeropuerto capitalino una tonelada 
de cocaína oculta en 25 valijas de 
doble forro que llegaron en un 
vuelo comercial de Mexicana de 
Aviación procedente de Caracas.

Los hechos ocurrieron en dos 
ataques perpetrados en sendos 
barrios de Acapulco en los cua- 
les, según testigos, los sicarios 
filmaron sus acciones. Esta es la 
respuesta más violenta del crimen 
organizado desde que, a mediados 
de enero, el gobierno mexicano 
envió a Guerrero a 7,600 militares 
y policías para combatir el narco- 
tráfico y frenar la violencia. 

La Procuraduría General de 
la República (Fiscalía) indicó 
que este ataque “corresponde a 
un ajuste de cuentas del crimen 
organizado ante las acciones em- 
prendidas por el gobierno a través 
de los operativos conjuntos en 
distintas regiones del país”. 

El gobierno advirtió que “no 
retrocederá ni cederá ante los 
embates del crimen organizado 
y hace un llamado a todas las 
fuerzas políticas a cerrar filas para 
fortalecer el Estado mexicano en 
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esta guerra frontal”. 

La administración del Presi- 
dente Felipe Calderón, quien 
asumió el 1 de diciembre pasado, 
declaró la guerra frontal contra 
el crimen organizado y el narco- 
tráfico con operativos militares 
y policiales en Michoacán, Baja 
California, Chihuahua, Sinaloa, 
Durango y, más recientemente, en 
Guerrero. En 2006 los ataques del 
crimen organizado dejaron más 
de 2,000 muertos en los estados 
de Michoacán, Baja California, 
Guerrero, Sonora, Sinaloa, Nuevo 
León, Tamaulipas y el Distrito 
Federal. 

El director general académico 
de la Universidad Iberoamericana 
en el Estado de Puebla, Juan Luis 
Hernández, explicó que la guerra 
que declaró el gobierno al narco- 
tráfico está “perdida” si no se reali- 
zan las reformas constitucionales

Santos alleged that FARC command- 
ers require teenage girls and other young 
women who become pregnant while in rebel 
ranks to abort by means of the “morning 
after pill.” He said others are required to 
submit to tubal ligation or a hysterectomy to 
énsure they will not become pregnant. 

At a conference here this week orga- 
nized by Unicef and the French government, 
58 nations signed an agreement not to allow 
individuals under 18 years of age to take 
part in warfare. 

According to the Washington-based 
organization Human Rights Watch, about 
one out of four irregular fighters in Colombia 
- mostly leftist guerrillas but also members 
of rightist paramilitary forces - is a minor.

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El bolero, quintaesencia del mensaje amoroso 


El bolero es un género musi- 
cal eminentemente latinoameri- 
cano. Su influencia se extiende 
desde Cuba y el Caribe hasta 
México y Argentina, llegando 
incluso a sonar en Brasil. Aunque 
sus raíces son europeas, sin em- 
bargo, se ha convertido en uno 
de los emblemas más latinos y 
es fuente de inspiración para las 
composiciones melódicas más 
románticas y apasionadas.

filtrando por las composiciones de 
los boleros hasta convertirse en 
una amplia gama de subgéneros 
que enriquecen el bolero inicial. 

El bolero viaja más allá del 
Caribe 

La muerte de Carlos Gardel, 
ocurrida en 1935, aunque supu- 
siera una verdadera tragedia para 
el tango argentino, pues represen- 
taba su mejor voz, sin embargo, 
hizo que declinara el interés por 
este género y el bolero se permi- 
tiera abrir camino en Argentina. 

Su evolución siguió desde 
los tríos de guitarra a las grandes 
orquestas tropicales que recreaban 
sus composiciones con el bolero;
